MiiMi'iiis, Tenn., August 10.—The city 


was thrown into a istftte of intense ex- 
citement wlien the announcement ap- 
peared in the morning papers that Gov- 
ernor Bachanan ha'l commoted the sen- 
tence of Colonel H. Clay King* who waa 
to have been hangad on the 12th instant 
for the inurilar of D. H. Posten, to im- 
prisoamcut for life. 


The Appeal-Avalanche, in thia morn- 


ing's issue, criticised Eeverely tho action 
ol the governor in commuting the sea 
tence, and tlio Evening Scimetar vehe- 
mently denounces him in a Baueatioiial 
editorial. 


The publications aroused an intense 


feeling and a macs meeting was ar- 
ranged for tonight at which Governor 
Bachauan was to have been hanged in 
etl'gy. It was atalod that tho jail would 
be attacked nud the prieonur lynched. 
So great waa tho anxiety that Criminal 
Court Judpo Dnceso ieaaed nn order late 
this evening for the sheriff of Shelby 
county to deliver King to the keeper of 
the penitentiary at Nashville. 


Bherill McLendeu took Colonel H. Clay 


King from the jail this even ins; and out 
of the city on the Olieepoake & Ohio 
railroad, en route to Nashville. King's 
eon is with tho party and there are Borne 
fears of an attempt to escape.
